A resolution ordering the improve¬ 
ment of Grand avenue extension, from 
Chestnut avenue to Mission road, with 
a concrete-asphalt pavement was 
adopted.

SOUTH SAN FRANCISCO 
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ENGLISHMAN ON 

JAPANESE VESSEL 

How it feels to an English-speaking 
radio-telegrapher on board a Jap¬ 
anese ship not one member of whose 
crew speaks a word of English, was 
told recently by George Robinson, the 
Marconi operator on the Wasaka 
Maru, a Japanese freighter, which 
finished discharging a cargo of gen¬ 
eral merchandise at the Anchor line 
pier and went to Bayonne to load oil. I 

Mr. Robinson explained that he had 
boarded the vessel at Hull in answer 
to an urgent summons after the Jap¬ 
anese operator had been left in the 
seamen’s hopital suffering from acute 
indigestion. Robinson had gone on 
board with only one suit of clothes, 
and the raiment in which he ad¬ 
dressed an Eagle reporter the other 
day was only part of that, decidedly j 
“ 'alf and ’alf,” as he expressed it. A 
correct English coat, shirt and collar 
attired the upper half of his body, but 
from the waist down he was clad in 
a pair of billowing oriental bloomers. 

His only trousers, he said, he had 
passed out to the steward one night 
after retiring with instructions to 
clean and press them before morning. 
The steward or his assistant had mis¬ 
understood the instructions, and when 
Robinson asked for the trousers in 
the morning he was shown in sign 
language that they were over the 
stern at the end of the heaving line, 
and a hurried investigation showed 
them splashing along as they were 
jerked through the swells. This was 
the way in which all the crew except 
the officers cleaned their clothes, and 
the boy to whom he had given the 
trousers had dropped them over at 
the end of a line to wash in the usual 
manner. That was bad enough, but 
when Robinson, in his pajamas, tried 
to draw them on board the knot that 
held them slipped and they fell back 
into the sea. None of the Japanese 
officers were big enough to supply the 
wireless man with trousers that he 
could get into, and he was forced to 
adopt the hybrid dress in which lie 
was found on board the Wasaka Maru, 
getting the bloomers from one of the 
crew. He was waiting, he said, for 
one of the employes on the dock to 
come back with a pair of decent 
Christian trousers for him to wear 
ashore. 

There were many other details in 
which the difference between Japan¬ 
ese and English customs made life 
interesting to Robinson on the way 
across. The Wasaka Maru had never 
been out of Asiatic waters before, and 
her crew stuck closely to the regime 
that they had learned at home. Rice 
and rice cakes and tea had formed j 
the biggest part of the rations served 
to the wireless man, until he swore j 
that if he ever saw an animal with i 
red blood in its veins he would cap¬ 
ture and eat it alive. 

Although Robinson was practically 
cut off from communication with his 
superiors and the crew, it did not 
hinder him in his duties. Once he j 
sighted a German submarine, and j 
pointed it out to the captain, Katiro 
Shiraishi, who shrugged his shoulders 
and sent orders below for more speed. 
The radio man knew the special ad¬ 
miralty call for submarines and began 
sounding at once. The German, who 
had his aerial up, caught the signal, 
and apparently assuming that there 
was a British destroyer near by, 
dived and was not seen again. In 
about half an hour a destroyer did I 
come up, though its whereabouts had 
been unknown to the Wasaka Maru. 

The crew of the Jap vessel are a 
lot of broad, squat men, who run 
about the decks and rigging in bell- 
mouth dungaree overalls half way lie- 
low the knee. Heelless slippers that 
they keep on by shuffling their feet 
are their complete stock of foot¬ 
wear.—From the Brooklyn Eagle.

BIG BLUNDERS 

MADE IN BATTLE 


“Considerable delay occurred after 
the capture of the Neuve Chapelle 
position. The enemy had been greatly 
disorganized. The delay would not 
have occurred if the clearly expressed 
order of Sir Douglas Haig had been 
more carefully observed.” 

Thus wrote Sir John French, in one 
of his latest dispatches. Who blun¬ 
dered? Not until the full story of 
the war comes to be written will the 
public know. Military law and dis¬ 
cipline, however, admit of no mis¬ 
take, and, as a rule, punishment is 
swift and drastic when blunders 
have been made on the battlefield. 
Sometimes, as in the case of General 
Von Emmich, the leader of the Ger¬ 
man army, who failed to capture 
Liege in the required time, and who 
shot himself, and a certain Russian 
commanding general, who also com¬ 
mitted suicide rather than surrender 
after committing a blunder, distin¬ 
guished soldiers take the law into 
their own hands. 

It is a curious fact, however, that 
while Field Marshal Bazaine was 
sentenced to death by a French 
court-martial for having surrendered 
Metz to the Germans in 1870, the sen¬ 
tence being commuted afterwards to 
life imprisonment, Marshal Mac- 
Mahon, who suffered many defeats at 
the hands of the Germans and was 
captured by them, was ultimately 
elected to the presidency of France, 
and on his death was mourned by the 
whole nation. 

In the late Boer war, probably the 
two most lamentable blunders are 
linked with the names of Magerform- 
tein and Spion Kop. It was at the 
former place that Lord Methuen’s 
attack on the Boer lines was repulsed 


RESCUING DOG IS 

HERO AT SEA 


While en route from Antwerp to 
Calcutta the steamship Wildenfels 
came upon the Danish steamer Eklip- 
tika in the Bay of Biscay, where she 
had foundered and was on the point 
of sinking. Before the Windenfels had 
quite reached the scene an explosion 
occurred on the luckless Danish ves¬ 
sel, and before boats could be 
launched from either vessel she 
plunged toward the bottom. About 
half of the crew were drowned, but 
the others, including the captain, 
came to the surface and were res¬ 
cued bytmeans of lifebelts which the 
men on board the Wildenfels threw 
to them. 

Among the survivors was the Ek- 
liptika’s 14-year-old mess boy, who 
told a thrilling tale of an attempt of 
Jack, the captain’s Newfoundland dog, 
to rescue him. The dog, according to 
the lad’s story, had been drawn down 
by the vortex caused by the sinking 
vessel. While under water he found 
the mess boy and did his best to save 
him. He seized the boy’s clothing, 
but in the swirl of the rushing water 
he lost his hold. Then the boy came 
to the surface and saw nothing more 
of his canine friend. 

As the men stood talking about 
Jack’s heroism and bewailing his 
loss, Captain Probst of the Wildenfels 
called their attention to something 
black swimming in the wake of the 
vessel. At first he thought it was a 
shark, but after a careful scrutiny 
he decided it was a dog. He at once 
ordered the vessel stopped. The dog 
soon caught up with the ship and 
the men quickly got him on board, 
but he was so exhausted that he fell 
over on the deck. It was Jack. His 
strength was well nigh spent, but he

with considerable loss in spite of the 
great courage shown by the Black 
Watch, the Gordons, Yorks and Artil¬ 
lery under a terrific fire, while at 
Spion Kop the British force under 
Buller were compelled to evacuate 
the position gained under a raking 
shell fire, the casualties amountirg to 
1500, as compared with less than 100 
of the Boers. 

Englishmen will not readily forget 
the tragedy of Majuba Hill of 1881, 
when Sir George Colley led an attack 
on the Boer position with 600 men, 
the British force being routed and 
Sir George falling with his face to the 
enemy. The Boers, it is said, only 
lost one man. That was a terrible 
tragedy, too, at Mai wand, Afghanis¬ 
tan, when, the year before Majuba, 
General Burrowes miscalculated the 
power of Ayoob Khan, who had pro¬ 
claimed a holy war against British 
arms with about 20,000 men. After 
four hours’ terrific fighting Goneral 
Burrowes was compelled to retreat 
with terrible losses, the British com¬ 
manders being afterward censured. It 
was to avenge this defeat that Lord 
Roberts made his historic march from 
Kabul to Kandahar, totally routed 
Ayoop Khan, and reduced to submis¬ 
sion the refractory Afghan troops, 
finally evacuating Afghanistan in 
1881.

The San Mateo County Development 
Association, which is largely re¬ 
sponsible for the leading position that 
the county now occupies in progres¬ 
sive road construction circles, will 
participate in the big good roads 
congress that meets in San Francisco 
and Oakland, September 13th-17th. 

The organization will be duly rep¬ 
resented by the following good roads 
enthusiasts, who are well-known 
Peninsula residents: M. B. Johnson, 
Montara, president of the develop¬ 
ment association; Charles L. Biebel. 
city clerk of Daly City; W. J. Martin, 
South San Francisco; F. A. Cunning¬ 
ham, town trustee of South San Fran¬ 
cisco; D. G. Doubleday, Millbrae; E. 
M. Moores, mayor of Burlingame; 
Terence Masterson, town trustee of 
San Mateo; H. C. Tuchsen, town trus¬ 
tee of Redwood City, all of whom are 
members of the board of governors of 
the San Mateo County Development 
Association, and Secretary F. L. Eks¬ 
ward. 

Probably there is not a section in 
the whole American continent that is 
a peer to San Mateo county in road 
construction. 

The monster convention affords us 
a splendid opportunity of telling the 
American road builders just what this 
county has accomplished. 

There is no other highway inexist¬ 
ence that received the heavy usage 
that El Camino Real is called upon 
to bear on Sundays and holidays. 

Last Sunday an accurate count kept 
by the traflic officers at Millbrae dur¬ 
ing a period of twelve hours showed 
that twenty-one motor vehicles passed 
this point every minute. It is a safe 
estimate to make that during the en¬ 
tire day 20,000 motor cars passed. 
Averaging five passengers to each 
automobile, 100,000 persons enjoyed 
touring on a perfect boulevard.

County of San Mateo, State of Cali¬ 
fornia, together with the necessary 
curves, side tracks, switches, cross¬ 
overs and turnouts, over and along the 
following streets: 

Commencing at Grand Avenue at the 
easterly line of Chestnut Avenue and 
continuing thence along Grand Avenue 
westerly to the northeasterly line of 
Mission Road. 

VVnereas, All matters, acts, and things 
precedent to the granting of the fran¬ 
chise hereinafter set forth have hereto¬ 
fore happened, been done and performed 
in due form of law. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco do orgain as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 1. That there is hereby 

granted to the -, 

subject to all the terms and conditions 
hereinafter made and expressed, the 
right, privilege and franchise of con¬ 
ducting, maintaining and operating for 
a period of fifty (50) years from and 
after the date on which this ordinance 
shall become effective, a single or 
double track railroad of standard gauge, 
except as herein stated, together with 
the necessary curves, poles, wires, ap¬ 
pliances and appurtenances, and the 
right, privilege and permission to pass 
with, operate and run cars thereon for 
the carriage and transportation of pas¬ 
sengers for hire, propelled and operated 
by electricity, gasoline, or any other 
lawful motive power except steam, 
horses or mules, with all overhead and 
underground wires, and other electrical 
and mechanical appliances, except what 
is generally known and called the 
“Third Rail System,” switches, side¬ 
tracks, spur tracks, and equipment for 
the same, and the right, privilege and 
permission to excavate and remove such 
portions of the streets, alleys, and 
other places in said City of South San 
Francisco to be occupied by any of its 
tracks and poles, as may be necessary 
properly to construct said railroad, and 
to erect all needful apparatus and other 
appliances properly and fully to equip, 
operate and run its said railroad over, 
along and upon the following street in 
said City of South San Francisco, 
County of San Mateo, State of Cali¬ 
fornia, as follows, to-wit: 

Commencing at Grand Avenue at the 
easterly line of Chestnut Avenue and 
continuing thence along Grand Avenue 
westerly to the northeasterly line of 
Mission Road. 

Section 2. The foregoing franchise, 
grants, privileges and ' permissions are 
made upon the following conditions, to 
be strictly complied with by said 
grantee, its successors and assigns, to- 
wit : 

The track shall be laid to conform to 
the established grade wherever grades 
have been established, and in other 
cases on the natural grade of the street. 
In the construction of switches and 
sidetracks, or a double track, the tracks 
must have space between them sufficient 
to allow cars to pass each other at a 
distance of not less than two (2) feet. 
The tracks must not be more than five 
(5) feet wide within the rails. Said 
railroad shall l>e constructed as nearly 
as possible in the middle of said street 
or highway, but with the right to con¬ 
vert any single track railroad con¬ 
structed hereunder into a double track 
railroad of like character, whenever, lti 
the opinion of said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors or assigns, public convenience 
shall require such change; provided, 
however, that when such change from 
single track to double track is made the 
tracks must conform to the lines of the 
street or highway and be placed at an 
equal distance from the center line 
thereof. 

Section 3. Said City of South San 
Francisco reserves the right to filter or 
change the grade of said street to pave 
and repave and otherwise improve the 
street without having to pay the cost 
of readjusting the railway tracks to the 
requirements of the new improvements. 
Said city also reserves the right to con¬ 
struct sewers, lay water or gas mains, 
and establish, remove or readjust any 
other fixtures of a public nature in, 
under or over said street without being 
liable to the company for any necessary 
interruption in street railway traffic. 

Section 4. Said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors and assigns, shall at its own 
expense pave or repave, macadamize or 
remacadamize, grade or regrade the en¬ 
tire length of the said street used by 
its tracks, between the rails thereof, 
and between the tracks where sidings 
or two tracks are laid, for a width ex¬ 
tending for two (2) feet on each side of 
each track, with the same material as 
may be used for such purposes by the 
City of South Ran Francisco, except, 
however, that within each track and for 
a distance of at least six (6) inches on 
each side of each track basalt blocks or 
molded brick may be used, and under 
the same supervision and supecifiontions 
and in the same manner as upon the 
avenue or street over which said rail¬ 
road runs, or the tracks thereof are laid, 
and shall keep the same constantly in 
good repair and flush with the surface 
of said street; provided however, that 
during the five years next following 
the date of the pasage of this ordinance, 
and no longer, said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors and assigns, may use what is 
commonly known as water-bound mac¬ 
adam, having a thickness of at least 
seven inches, in constructing its pave¬ 
ment between the rails only. At the 
exidration of said period of five years 
said grantee, its successors and assigns 
shall pave the area between the rails 
with the same material with which the 
other portions of said street are paved 
and under the same specifications. 

Tn the event that said grantee, its 
successors or assigns, shall exercise the 
right and privilege herein granted to 
construct a double track railroad after 
any paving or repaving, macadamizing 
or remacadamizing, has been done along 
and upon said street, by or under the 
direction and supervision of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco, said grantee, its successors 
or assigns, shall make reimbursement 
in the manner following, to-wit: 

If the cost of said improvement has 
been assessed upon the lands abutting 
on each side of any of said streets, re¬ 
imbursement shall be made to the 
owners of said lands. One-half of the 
whole amount of such reimbursement 
shall be distributed among the owners 
of said lands abutting on either side of 
said avenue or street, according to the 
front-foot method. In the event that 
said work of improvement shall have 


been paid for out of the treasury of 
the City of South San Francisco, such 
reimbursement shall be made to said 
city. Such reimbursement shall be 
made for the entire length of said 
paving or repaving, macadamizing or 
remacadamizing, between the rails of 
said additional or second track and for 
a width extending for two (2) feet on 
each side of said track and for any ad¬ 
ditional distance between the tracks 
then on said avenue or street. 

Section 5. The rate of fare for any 
distance along said railroad within the 
corporate limits of said City of South 
San Francisco, or between any point on 
said railroad as now operated and Holy 
Cross Cemetery, shall be five (5) cents 
for one passenger. 

Section 6. The overhead wires used 
as electric conductors shall be hung 
from cross wires, properly insulated, 
and shall not be less than eighteen (18) 
feet, measured vertically, from the sur¬ 
face of the street, and shall be sup¬ 
ported by double lines of poles, one on 
each side of the street. 

Section 7. Whenever the grantee of 
this ordinance, its successors or assigns, 
shall cut into or displace any of the 
streets or other places in the City of 
South San Francisco hereinbefore 
named, for the purpose of constructing 
its said railroad, or for the purpose of 
making any repairs thereto or to the 
equipment thereof, it shall restore all 
such streets or other places to their 
former condition. 

Section 8. Improved construction 
shall be used for the equipment of said 
road, and all cars to be used shall be 
of improved pattern and construction 
for the comfort and convenience of 
passengers, and shall be kept in good 
repair, and provided witli sufficient 
brakes for stopping the same, as well 
as with proper lights and signal devices. 
Every single car, or, in case of a train, 
every motor used on said railroad, shall 
be fitted with suitable fenders or appli¬ 
ances placed in front of such car or 
motor, for the purpose of removing and 
clearing obstructions from the track 
and preventing any obstacle, obstruc¬ 
tions or persons on the track from get¬ 
ting under the car or motor, and for 
removing the same out of danger or 
out of the way of such car or motor. 

Section 9. This franchise shall be 
deemed to contain all the conditions 
now required by law. in addition to 
those enumerated herein. 

Section 10. The grantee of this fran¬ 
chise, its successors or assigns, shall 
begin to construct the portion of its 
railroad provided for in this franchise 
upon the street herein named, whenever 
the Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco shall determine to 
order the laying and construction of any 
pavement upon said street. Such work 
of construction shall be thereafter 
faithfully prosecuted and actively pur¬ 
sued and carried forward to completion 
within such period of time as may be 
reasonably limited for the completion 
of the work of paving herein contem¬ 
plated. If the said grantee, its sue- 
eussors or assigns, shall fail to comply 
with the provisions of this section, un¬ 
less an extension of time is granted by 
said Board of Trustees, this franchise 
shall immediately cease and determine. 

Section 11. The grantee of this fran¬ 
chise shall, upon the determination of 
the fact that it is the successful bidder, 
file a bond running to the City of South 
San Francisco, with at least two (2) 
good and sufficient sureties to be ap¬ 
proved by said Board of Trustees, in 
the penal sum of one thousand (1,000) 
dollars, conditioned that said grantee, 
its successors and assigns, shall well 
and truly observe, fulfill and perform 
each and every condition of said fran¬ 
chise, and that in ease of any breach 
of condition of such bond, then the 
whole of the penal sum therein named 
shall be taken and be deemed to be 
liquidated damages, and shall be recover¬ 
able from the principal and sureties 
upon said bond; said bond shall be filed 
with the Board of Trustees within five 
days after this franchise is awarded, 
and before the final pasage of this ordi¬ 
nance. 

Section 12. At any time after the 
twenty-five years next succeeding the 
date of the passage of this ordinance 
said city shall have the right and privi¬ 
lege. at its option, to purchase the plant 
and equipment of said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors or assigns, by paying therefor 
its value, which value shall be the 
capital investment of said grantee, its 
successors and assigns. "Capital in¬ 
vestment,” as that term is used in this 
ordinance, shall be and mean the fair 
and reasonable value of the plant, in¬ 
cluding good will, as a going concern, 
having regard to its condition of repair 
and its adaptability and capacity for the 
business of transportation of pas¬ 
sengers. Tn the determination of such 
value no regard shall be had to the 
capitalization of the grantee company 
as represented by the company’s out¬ 
standing stocks and bonds, but such 
value shall include interest during con¬ 
struction and any difference in net 
earnings during the first five (5) years 
of operation between 8 per cent on the 
capital actually invested and the 
amount actually earned. All land and 
fixtures shall be valued at the cost of 
reproduction less any depreciation for 
wear and obsolescence at the time the 
city shall take over the said property. 
The method of procedure in determining 
such valuation shall be that set forth 
in paragraphs “b.” “c,” “d” and “e” of 
Section 13 hereof. If said city shall 
elect to make the purchase herein pro¬ 
vided for, it shall do so by ordinance 
adopted by the Board of Trustees 
within thirty (30) days after the price 
has bepn determined by the Board of 
Appraisers provided for in Section 13. 
and given as aforesaid. Said city shall 
have three months after the passage of 
the ordinance in which said election to 
purchase shall be made, in which to pay 
the price so ascertained. If the city 
shall elect to purchase, said grantee, its 
successors or assigns, shall retain pos¬ 
session of said property and equipment 
and maintain the same in good condi¬ 
tion, and operate the same as herein 
specified, and be entitled to receive the 
profits arising therefrom, until the pur¬ 
chase price ascertained as aforesaid 
shall have been paid. 

On the payment of the purchase price 
said grantee, its successors or assigns, 
shall transfer to said city any and 
every franchise, right and privilege per¬ 
taining to said street railway, to be 
operated under this franchise, which 
said grantee, its successors or assigns, 
may have or claim. 

Section 13. (a) Tf at the expiration 

of this franchise said City of South 
San Francisco shall be unwilling to 
grant a renewal of this franchise, or 
another franchise, to said grantee, its 
successors and assigns, upon terms 
mutually agreeable to the city and 
grantee, said city hereby agrees to pur¬ 
chase the tracks, cars, motors, poles, 
wires, and all other mechanical appli¬ 
ances, equipment and appurtenances, by 
paying therefor the actual market value. 
Actual market value shall be taken to 
mean the cost of reproduction less any 
depreciation due to wear and obso¬ 
lescence. All land and fixtures on any 
such land shall be valued at the cost of 
reproduction less any denreciation for 
wear and obsolescence. Tn determining 
any value, as herein provided for, no 
value shall be placed on good will: and 
>n the determination of such value no 
regard shall be had to the company’s 
capitalization as represented by the 
company’s stocks and bonds. 

(b) Said Board of Trustees of the 
City of South San Francisco shall, by 
resolution, direct written notice to be 


given to said grantee, its successors or 
assigns, of the intention of said city to 
purchase, at least six months prior to 
the date of the expiration of this fran¬ 
chise. The valuation herein provided 
for shall be determined in the manner 
following: 

Within twenty (20) days after the 
service of such notice, said Board of 
Trustees shall select two (2) ap¬ 
praisers, and said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors or assigns, shall select two (2) 
appraisers. The four appraisers so se¬ 
lected shall, within twenty (20) days 
after their appointment, select a fifth 
appraiser. The appraisers so chosen 
shall forthwith proceed to determine 
and appraise such value, as of the date 
ot the expiration of this franchise. The 
decision of a majority of said appraisers 
shall be final and conclusive, and shall, 
as soon as made, be given in writing to 
said city and to said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors and assigns, who shall bear 
equally the expense of the appraisal 
proceeding. The appraisers shall be 
permitted personally, or by any person 
or persons designated by them, to in¬ 
spect the plant and all records, books 
ot account, vouchers, bills, contracts 
and documents of said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors or assigns, for the purpose of 
fully informing themselves of such 
value. 

(c) Any vacancy or vacancies occur¬ 
ring at any time in said Board of Ap¬ 
praisers, by death, resignation, disquali¬ 
fication or inability to act, may be filled 
within fifteen (15) days by the party or 
body making such original appointment. 

(d) If said city shall elect to make 
the purchase herein provided for, it 
shall do so by ordinance adopted by the 
Board of Trustees within thirty (30) 
days after the price has been deter¬ 
mined by said Board of Appraisers and 
given as aforesaid; said city shall have 
three months after the passage of the 
ordinance wherein said election to pur¬ 
chase shall be made, in which to pay 
the price so ascertained. Said grantee 
its successors and assigns, shall retain 
possession of said property and equip¬ 
ment, and maintain the same in good 
condition, and operate the same as 
herein specified, and be entitled to re¬ 
ceive the profits arising therefrom, 
until the purchase price ascertained as 
aforesaid shall have been paid. 

(e) On the payment of such pur¬ 
chase price said grantee, its successors 
or assigns, shall transfer to the said 
city any and every franchise, right and 
privilege pertaining to said street rail¬ 
way to be operated under this franchise 
which said grantee, its successors or 
assigns, may have or claim. 

Section 14. The said grantee, its suc¬ 
cessors and assigns, shall, during the 
term for which this franchise is 
granted, pay to said City of South San 
T' rancisco two (2) per cent of the gross 
annual receipts arising from the use, 
operation or possession of the right 
privilege or franchise granted in Section 
1, of this ordinance; provided, however 
that no percentage shall be paid for the 
first five (5) years succeeding the date 
of said franchise, but thereafter such 
percentage shall be paid- annually on 
the first day of May. 

Section 15. Tn the event that anv 
other street railway line shall be built 
through the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco during the continuance of the 
franchise herein granted, said grantee, 
its successors and assigns, shall enter 
into such agreement or agreements with 
the grantee of any franchise for such 
other line for the exchange of transfers 
as shall be fair nnd equitable, liavincr 
regard to conditions which shall exist 
at such time. 

Section 16. A book of tickets for the 
transportation of pupils under the age 
of sixteen years in going to and from 
Public schools shall be sold for fifty 
(50) cents, each book to contain twenty 
(20) tickets and shall be received by 
said grantee on its street railroad be¬ 
tween the hours of 8 a. m. and 5 p. m 
during the days in which said public 
schools are in session. 

Section 17. Said grantee is required 
to file in the office of the City Clerk of 
said City of South San Francisco an 
acceptance in writing of the provisions 
ot this ordinance, under its corporate 
seal, within thirty (30) days after the 
final passage and approval of this ordi¬ 
nance, and the provisions of this ordi¬ 
nance shall be taken and deemed to be 
a contract between said City of South 


a contract between said City of South 
San Francisco, and said grantee from 
and after the date on which it shall 
take effect. 

Section 18. This ordinance shall be 
published in "The Enterprise,” a 
weekly newspaper published and oir- 
lated in said City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, and shall take effect and be in 
force thirty (30) days after the date of 
its passage, provided the acceptance 
mentioned in Section 17 hereof shall 
have been filed with said City Clerk, 
otherwise said ordinance shall be null 
void and of no effect. 

That it is proposed by said Board of 
Trustees to grant said right, privilege 
and franchise upon the terms and con¬ 
ditions set forth in said draft ordinance- 
and 

That the character of said right, 
privilege and franchise is fully de¬ 
scribed in the aforesaid draft ordinance, 
to which reference is hereby made, and 
that the term for which it is proposed 
to grant said right, privilege or fran¬ 
chise is fifty .(50) years from and after
